Cyclops 
dreams of defiance from 
his Factory in Alaska, while 
others take root in New 
Orleans, Chicago, New 
York and Hollywood, none 
of their dreams the same.

Some mutants have 
reintegrated back into the 
human world. X-MEN isn’t 
about those mutants: Ours 
are the ones who can’t, 
won’t, go back.

and assassins, our misfit 
X-Men have built a home 
and a base from the ruins 
of the previous age. Let 
the world hate and fear 
the X-Men. If the world 
has a problem, the world 
knows where to find them: 
a home built on the bones of 
shattered Sentinels, marked 
with an X. 


The dream is dead, and so 
new dreams rise. 


(But among those dreams, 
like a shark in a shoal, is a 
nightmare: one called 3K.) 


There’s trepidation in 
starting a new volume of 
X-MEN, especially coming 
in the wake of something 
as important to people as 
Krakoa was. But there’s 
excitement as well, 
excitement fit to drown the 
trepidation. Ryan Stegman, 
JP Mayer and Marte 
Gracia have been creating 
extraordinary work in 
careers where extraordinary 
is the norm—the sheer 
physicality and power of 
Ryan’s lines, as described 
by JP’s inking, combined 
with Marte’s signature 
sugar-shock colors, make 
this book positively vibrate 
in your hands. | mean, if 
you’re reading this, you 


already know what I’m 
talking about. We’re all 
working to make the best 
X-Men book we Can, so | 
hope you’ll stick with us 
and see what’s coming 
down the pike.
